Seeing: in jqwc paper of a few weeks 
ago my letter from here, will try and

Suppose you and your readers all 
know that all the wan the United 
States has been engaged iu since the 
Revolutionary war, have been declar- 
ed in April. T4»fc Friday, the 6th of 
April, was good Friday, and will long 
be remembered by tbe people of ttie 
United StatM, as on that day Pres- 
ident Wilson signed the declaration of 
war against Germany. Let's hope 
that this deolaratloo of war and the 
agitation of the socialistic power in 
the German £mpire will be Uie means 
of a speedy ending of the Kaiser of 
Germany. With him oflf the throne, 
1 think will bring a speedy ending of 
bosUllty. Ohio to now preparing to 
send her best young men to war. All, 
the recruiting stations in Cin^tnoaU

Meyers Manufacturing Company, 
maker of ornamental fences etc., 
ffamnron Foundry & Machine Co., 
Simplex Machine & Tool Co., makers 
of ail kinds of small machine parts, 
Hamilton Toel ft Machine Co., Amtt- 
ican Foundry Co., Autographic Regis- 
ter Co., C. Beoniog Hofen & Son, 
maaaftotmnaof gasoline engines of 
all sizes. They are all short of men in 
every department and ofler good in- 
ducements to young men. On the af- 
ternoon I make those factories, lam 
approached by the heads of tbe dilTer- 
ent departments adding me about 
men. There will also start here in 
about six weeks a big eteel plant that 
will use about 3 to 500 men on an 8 
hour basis. Two of the largteb facto- 
ries of this kind in the world are lo- 
cated and running day and night. 
The Champion Coated Parer Co., 
works about 2,000 2,500 men and wom- 
en. Tlie men work 8 hour shifts 
They use on an average 18 loads 
of coai every 24 hours 

The Niles Tool Works have on their 

pay roll about 2,or»0 men. They make 
all kinds of tools and machinery, and 
are the laiffeet la the United Btites. 

We also have three oil companies do- 
ing biisiness in Hamilton. The Indian 
Befining Co , on B. Street West Ham 
i.-ron, head ofHce New York The 
Befliner's Oil Ca, on Mapie street, 
and the Old Reliable Standard Oil 
Company, on 6th street. C. H &D , 
B. B., & Hanover St. The last named 
tompany I^m working for as tank 
wagon salesman. I also have three 
more cojnpanies to fight in tbe coun- 
try beside thoM already named; The 
White Star Company, located at 
Eaton, Ohio, Moore's Oil Company, of 
CineinBatf, and the Western Keflning 
Company, of Indranapolis. The latter 
company only sells through salesmen, 
and deliver their goods tn steel bar- 
rels only. The oil business is very 
good here and prices l>ooming. Coal 
oil to 10 eents per gallon, gaaoline 22 
cents, polarine 32.75 cents in 5 gallons. 
I try to leave each morning at 6.30, 
■Kxe often 7, then make from 20 to 35 
miles per day. Sometimes I do not 
get in till 8 or 9 o'clock at night, but 
if we get In at s p m., our day's work 
is ended. We get straight time when 
we lay off sick— our pay goes on just 
thernne I have been here six 
months the 4th of April, and have not 
lost a daj since i started in with 
tbMD. I fOB ont when Um thermom- 
eter registered 18 and 20 below zero, 
and made my route Just the same. I 
did not miss a single customer. Now 
as summer is coming and so many au- 
tomobiles in the country, 1 guess it 
will keep me busy to saiHDiy the trade. 
Nineteen out of every twenty farmers 
own an automobile, some have trucks. 
Lots of teiii traetoEs in my territory 
which consume something like 20 or 
25 gallons of oil each day. I have one 
oostooier at Seven mile, Ohio, who 
uses two big trucks and hauls milk to 
Hamilton in the morning, then in the 
afternoon stock to Cincinnati, He 
OSes about 120 gallons of gasoline a 
week. I fill his tanks twice a week.
